Lawson walked out as any gen- 


tleman jailor wouldd do. In some un- 
known 
manner he had 
possessed 


himself of a skeleton key. On Thurs- 
day night while Sheriff Scott was at 
Milford in connection with late de- 
velopments regarding the murder 
of Antone Lana. Lawson staped the 
walkottt. The jail is considered one 
of the best in the state. The wife of 
the sheriff was in thp home quarters 
on the second floor when the twice- 
convicted burglar walked out. 


Lawson came to Nebraska after 


serving time for burglary 
in the 


Ohio penitentiary- He was arrested 
two months ago in Grand Island in 
connection with the burglarizing of 
two Seward homes, that of Dr. Cur- 
ley and the George Dickman resi- 
dence. When searched at Grand Is- 
land he was found to possess jewel- 
ry bearing Mr. Dickman's initials. 
He was sentenced 
to serve two 


years in the Nebraska state prison 
but because of lack of housing- facili- 
ties at Lancaster, be was being- held 
in the Seward jail. 


The officers are certain tha* he 


was not aided by friends on the out- 
side in his Thursday night escape. 


He is described as follows: about

Conserving Late Fall Fruits and Vegetables. 


E 


ARLY October sees the porfec-' 


tion of the latest garden prod- 
ucts that can be conserved 


for the "Winter. For instance, the 
very finest plums for jam, the small 
blue damsons, are the last to come 
to market, and they are so firm that 
they may be kept for a week 
or 


more, for a day when it is conven- 
ient to do them up. 


The plums must be carefully wash- 


ed, then put into the kettle with 
five pounds of sugar to a. six-pound 
basket of the plums, with a half cup- 
ful of water to keep them from 
catching to the bottom of the kettle. 
Allow these ingredients to melt to- 
gether before starting them to cook, 
then cook them down until a little 
of the juice jells on a c"ld plate. 
Then put them into pots and tover 
them down when they are cold. 
These plums arc easy to preserve 
and are fine in flavor. 
If they are 


wanted to serve with cold me-.it. it 
is easy to slip out the seeds of the 
quantity needed.

syrup is rich, add the quinces and 
let them cook for ten or fifteen 
minutes. 
Skim the preserves well, 


then put them into jars. 
Sea! the 
jars and turn them upside down to 
cool.

of preserving quinces and the results 
are always perfect if the steps taken 
are exactly those described.

BEHIND ITS WORK 


Much Heavy Litigation Now En- 


gage* Attention of Judges and 


Slows tip Operation of 


Machinery. 


The supreme court is just 


rnonthH behind in its work at the 
present time. 
This ii largely due 


to the fact that for the last year a 
great flood of litigation has poured 
Into the clerk's office, many ot the 
cases being foreclosures in which 
land owners seek this way of getting 
more time in which to possibly turn 
around and save thpJr property. 


The situation, however, is not as 


bad as it looks. The court has been 
engaged for some time and will be 
for a little longer itrae in dealing 
with what is termed heavy litigation, 
in which there are large records, 
many disputes in facts to force a 
search for the truth ^nd in which 
knotty law questions intrude. This 
litigation had its origin in the specu- 
lative era o fwartime and after, and 
many of the cases involved charges 
of fraud. 


The court bas not yet reached the 


foreclosure strata, and when it does 
a rapid disposition of cases will fol- 
low". Another encouraging feature is 
that economic conditions are not 
breeding any new litters of litiga- 
tion, so to speak. 


Two district judges are cow as- 


sisting in the work, and the court 
could use several more if it could 
ge~ them. Experiment has demon- 
btrated that the district judges are 
no help to the supreme court unless 
they can serve for several months 
on a detail. It is not possible for 
many of the judges to_get away from 
thpir circuits for that long at a

Barnum gave 
rise to a lot of trouble when he declared as 
his opinion that the public likes to be hum- 
bugged. Every chap with a hunch that he has 
imagination has been trying it on us, and is 
still doing it. 


Self-preservation points to the maintenance 


of some such an organization as the Commu- 
nity Chest. Otherwise people who want to help 
worthy causes and organizations are left rud- 
derless, and subject to the machinations of a 
clever solicitor. We are strongly in favor of an 
organization that represents the giver and pro- 
tects him by passing judgment on whether jus- 
tification exists for a proposed drive. We are 
lired of having some group of persons in which 
we arc unrepresented deciding that for such 
and such a cause a certain sum shall be raised, 
then apportioning how much the community in 
which we live or the organization to which we 
belong shall raise, and virtually fixing indi- 
vidual contributions.
